"THE BENCH AND THE BAR. 

The assizes just past, although of a less excit- 
ing character as Fespects the interest evoked by 
the several causes, afford happy points of con- 
-trast with the judicial proceedings of past times. 
It has fallen to ofr lot to point out blemishes in 
the judiciary of the colony ; and although the 
fearless and faithfal discharge of an anpleasant 
duty brought down upon our head the impotent 
vengeance of an jrate Jadge, and the displeasure 
of some of his more immediate friends, yet we 
were not left without gratifying indications that 


we had the thaijks of: 4 discriminating public. | 


Iu view of these circamstances, it is all the more 
gratifying to be &ble'to notice a very marked im- 
provement in the character of the Supreme‘Coart 
of British Qolantbia, Although not personally 
present at the asgizes throughout the circuit, yet 


we have been aggured that a greatly improved | 


tone has been perceptible everywhere. In New 
Westminster the change is perhaps all the more 
pslpable from the fact that this was the theatre 
in which the mos} extraordinary and unseemly 
farces were enacted. Few of our fellow citizens 
can have furgotten the scenes witnessed in the 
court about two years ago ; and those who “re- 
tain the most vivid recollection of these will view 
with all the more appreciative satisfaction the 
improvement to which’ we allude. Nothing can 
be more dear or sacred to every Briton than the 
esprit de corps of the Beneh ; and, consequently, 
nothing is better calculated to excite alarm than 
the suspicion that it is endangered. Those who 
were-presént at \the assizes this week must, 
therefore, have, ip common with ourselves, felt 
gratified at the improved tone with which every- 
thing passed off; We noticed with peculiar sat- 
isfaction the cireumstance of the Court provid- 
ing the Indian criminals with counsel ; a circum- 
stance which was all the more gratitying from 
she fact that, hitherto, Indians, and sometimes 
white men, have been tried for capital crimes 
without any such provisions being made ; and 
we have, consequently, felt it right to point out 
the unjust and uh-Britishipractiee more than once. 
We hold it to be the imperative duty of the Court 
to provide counge! for criminals who are not in 


| eircymstances tb do so for themselves ; and this 


duty’ is especially incumbent in the case of poor 
aborigines, ignorant alike of our laws and. our 
language, and, gonsequently, standing more in 
need of such help, But it would, perhaps, be 
unfair as well as incorrect to attribute this change 
solely to the Bench.| The Bar, in respect of its 
personnel, has also been the subject of change ; 
and with the infision of @ fresh element there is 
@ very perceptible improvement in the whole. 
The undignified disputes and wranglings between 
the Bench and the Bar, which at one time so 
disfigured ‘and distorted the fair face of British 
justice in this city \and led us to fear * reproduc- 
tion pf those disgusting’ scenes for which the 
court in the neighboring colony has obtained 
such an unenviable notoriety, are now, happily, 
st an end ; and in their stead it has been our 
gtatifidation te witness.an exhibition of that dig- 


- nity and urbanity which we have been accustom- 
_¢d to see in other lands, and which should ever 


characterize professional intercourse between 
these two estates. The admission of two young 
end talented members of the colonial Bar to prac- 
tice in this colony is of itself @ circumstance de- 
manding more than a pagsing notice. The mo-

persons of mediocre calibre has realized in our 
experience the truth of the homely proverb : 
“It’s an ill wind that blows nobody good,” inas- 


‘Buch as we are doubtless in some measure in- 


debted to that circumstance for thé advent of 
two Upper Canada Barristers amongst us. One 
of them, Mr. Walkem, hag been in this colony 
for some years ; and although he made his first

Barrister on Monday, yet he is by no means un- 
known in the colony, where his professional tal-

-#on’s debut on Monday, as counsel for the two 
Indians indicted for murder, although made un- 
der somewhat trying circumstance, was a decided 
Stccess. He not only drew encomiums from the 
Bench and from his brother Barristers, bat we

le impression upon all. who were present, 
whether in the capacity: of jurors, suitors or 
*ectators. We are glad to see the infusion
